Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 22 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 22 and 27 represent chemical formula 
(19), which is different from the formula (19) that was shown in the original disclosure. 
The chemical formula (19) as shown in the original disclosure is the 

following:

In this formula, the third phenyl group is bonded to -CH 2 0-0-C(=6yC(CHz)=CH2 
whereas in the formula (19) as shown in claims 22 and 27, the same phenyl group is 
bonded to -OCH 2 0-C(=0 )-C(CH 3 )=CH 2 . 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 22 and 27 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The formula 
shown in present claims 22 and 27 fail to further limit the generic formula (5a) shown in 
claim 15 because of the following reason: According to the formula (19) of claims 22 
and 27, present X3 would be -OCH 2 0- (which is neither alkyleneoxy nor oxyalkylene 
group as defined in claim 15). That is, formula (5a) is not a generic representation of 
formula 19 shown in claims 22 and 27. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 15, 17, 21 and 28-30 are allowed. Tsuji et al (previously cited 
reference)^ Compound 4 shown in col. 19 does not teach present formula (5a) of claim 
15 (it is missing a phenylene moiety (present B) and an alkyleneoxy moiety (present C) 
between those two phenyl rings). Schon et al (previously cited reference)'s bisphenol- 
A-diglycidyl ether (Example 5) does not teach present formula (5b) of claim 21 (it is 
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missing two oxyalkylene groups including at least one OH group (present B and C) 
between the two phenyl rings).
